• He said it was the esca- 
lation of the war and crisis 
that the country now faces 
which has prompted him to 1 
speak out, although he is 
scheduled to go on trial 
June 20 in Los Angeles for 
distributing the Pentagon - 
Papers to the public. 


He said he felt a deep 
sense of failure because the 
Pentagon Papers failed to . 
prevent this crisis. He said 
1 he wished he had made 
them public in 1964.
